WHEN AND HOW TO SOW FLOWER SEEDS. 

Harpy ANNUALS may be sownin the open border from April to June. Se- 
le.t a warm dry day, .nd carefully prep ire the soil by loosening and pulverizing, 
taking care to regu'a_e the depth of covering to the size of theseed; very small seed 
requiring to be covered very lightly When grown to the proper size they should 
be transplanted or tiinned to the right distance and the soil kept well stirred 
through the seasoa . 

Haur Harpy AND TENDER ANNUALS may be sown in March and April in 
shallow boxes and placed in a hot-bed orin the greei-house, and when strong 
e1ough pricked out into a cold fram? to get hardened off previously to being trans- 
planted into the open ground in May. Usually they will bloom freely if planted in 
the opea border in May. : 

BIENNIALS AND PERENNIALS. —Those intended for Summer or Autumn 
bloomiag may be planted in the hot-bed as directed for the Half Hardy Annuals. 
The hardy kinds may be sown in the open ground from April to August, and when 
large enough transplanted to the place of blooming.
